Death His Personality Wan Worth »13.- 
224,547.08 Net. 
NEW YOBK, Jan. 8.—Lawyer David 


McClure, who, in March., 1S03, was ap- 
pointed appraiser by tho surrogate to 
fix the value of the estate of the late 
Jay Gould at the time of his death, 
with a view to determine the amount 
of tax thai; should be imposed upon 
the personal property, has made his re- 
port, in which he finds the value of the 
personal estate of the late millionaire 
to have been $30,934,580,79,. less the 
amount of debts, §6,553.520.71, and leg- 
acies, annuities, etc., to his brothers, 
sisters, grandson of §1.156,513, making 
the amount of the residuary estate to 
be §73,324,547.03. 


Mr. McClure says in his report that 


it was found at the outset of the hear- 
ings that they would be protectecLaucl 
it was then determined by the execu- 
tors of the estate to deposit with the 
controller an amount which in their 
judgment would meet the taxes to be 
paid upon the property. The executors 
then paid $600,000 to the controller, 
upon the assumption that the per- 
sonal estate would not exceed S60,- 
000,000. 


Each of the six children of Mr. Gould 


is entitled to a life estate, in trust, in 
one-sixth of the residuary estate, with 
the remainder to their children. Un- 
der a recent decision of the court of 
appeals it is held that these remainder;1, 
are liable to taxation, while formerly 
they were not. This will reduce the 
tax considerably. So it is expected 
the executors will be entitled to re- 
cover from the 
SQOO.OOO which they 


paid to the state a small sum in their 
favor.

The aurora borealis was much cheap- 


er, neater and more brilliant than wax 
candles. It was also safer than gas, 
for you couldn't blov.- it out. They 
used to:go to bed by it. They cm 
ployed it to light up their demesne anc1 
crystal cottages. It had merits which 
advertisers attribute to all lights— it 
was beautiful and cheap.

A RARE ANIMAL. 


•carol*? of tb* Second LaiTgent Seal 8p«- 


clei In Amnrioav 


The gray seal is one of our rare spe- 


cies; lieing- found only in alimited area, 
and but seldom even there.. Its range 
in this hemisphere extends from the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence northward to 
Davis strait, and for a short distance 
along the southeastern coast of Green- 
land. This sear is of a uniform dull 
gray, color. It is rarely seen in mtt- 
seums, and if some enterprising col- 
lector would bring in a large series of 
fine skins, he might hear something to 
his advantage. This is onr only seal 
species of which I have never mounted 
a specimen. 
' - •. 


It is said, writes W. T. Hornaday in 


St. Nicholas, that the bearded seal, or 
square-flipper seal of the seal hunters, 
is the second in size of. all our seals; 
but its.whole life history and distribu- 
tion is so gloriously involved in doubt 
and speculation and guesswork that 
one is half tempted to call it a myth. 
It seems really incredible, Jn this day 
of persistent" collecting in all quarters 
of the globe, that no museum in the 
world (so far as can be learned) should 
possess even one good typical - adult 
specimen of the second largest seal 
species in existence. 
Think of an 


American seal from ten to twelve feet 
in length, so it is said, and not an adult 
specimen of it, nor even careful meas- 
urements, in the whole United States! 
There is a very good young specimen in 
the National museum, but_ it is only a 
baby. The square flipper is nowhere 
abundant, and being both rare and shy, 
lame awaits the collector who shall 
bring to us~;sorne first-class^ skins of 
adult animals, and really introduce the 
species to the world. So far, we have 
had to take this seal mostly on trust, 
Vfithout proper credentials.

attended by a bevy of handsome young 
ladies.

MAYOB OF PORTSMOUTH—Dear Sir: 


As we are having hard times here on 
account of our big drought here this 
last year, all over the state, some 
places a total failure, not much of any- 
thing raised anywhere here. I got a 
letter from Boyd county, thjis state, 
last night, frum an old- friend^of mine, 
stating that they were living now on 
their last sack of flour, lire ad ;md 
water was their living. Their horses 
are all dying thereon accout of lack 
of feed. 
We all help each other as far 


as \ve can. I am from and was raised 
in Ohio. 1 came west 26 years ago. 
This is the first, time I ever had to ask 
for any aid or help. I have a large 
fnmily, 10 children, myself and wife. 
We can buy grain and feed, provisions 
that are shipped in .here, when we have 
any_ money. As we have nothing to 
sel'rSow we haven't £ot any money to 
get anything with. There is some aid 
shipped in here, but, as the drought 
extends over so much country, it is 
hard to supply every one with enough 
to earry them through. 


If you will be so kind to do what voiv 


can or have some one in your city and 
county raise a few dollars and senu it 
to me, I would be thankful glad for 
your he!p. I need it. The winter is 
getting cold now and coal costs from 
¥5 to $S per ton. I need, flour, seed, 
coal and clothes to winter on and to 
raise a crop the coming year. If you 
can do something for me, send it in a 
registered letter, postal order or bank 
draft. 
If it is in bills you can send it 


through the mail in a letter. Let me 
bear from you soon, as I need it'bad.
